^^ith respect to your Inquiry, information contained 
In the files of the FBI must be maintained as confidential In accord- 
ance with regulations of the Department of Justice and is available 
for official use only. Therefore, I trust you will understand why 
I am not in a position to comment along the lines you have suggested. 



With regard to ICarl Prussion, he assisted tliis Bureau 
by furnishing Information on subversive activities from November, 
1949, to July, 1958, during which time he was compensated; however, 
he was not a Special Agent, fiis personal ventures, his opinions and 
comments are strictly his own and the FBI is not in a position to com- 
meat on these in any way whatsoever.

Rustin asked 
Wachtel if he thought King should make a statement and ^Vachtel 
said he should.

"I have not seen the exact text of J. Edgar Hoover's 
press interview in which, among other things, he attacked the 
Warren Commission report and questioned my integrity. No \

Rustin then replied to Wachtel that he liked the 
statement with two exceptions. One is that Vi'achtel should drop 
the part about King being resentful because King is not resentful, 
Rustin said that the second thing he was against was the 
conclusion, Rustin said King does not want to Inject himself 
or allow himself to be injected by this incident into something 
Involving the President, Vachtel then asked Rustin if he was 
against both parts of the last statement, namely, the part 
about Hoover having outlived his usefulness and the part about 
the President noticing the distemper, Rustin said he wag in 
favor of taking both parts out. He said that instead they 
could say "The question which now confronts us is whether a 
person of such intemperance can any longer serve as a public 
servant," Rustin said it is better to have this in the form 
of a question because it is strong and also because King is not 
a person who says this person has to go, etc, V/achtel said he 
agreed with the changes and said to Rustin that he had written 
the statement in anger. V/achtel said he would call Dora McDonald, 
King's secretary, in Atlanta to let King know that we will be 
together from 2 to 3 p.m. today and that he. King, should avoid 
the press until he speaks to us, Rustin said nil King should 
say is that he will have a statement later o^^-I^^j

As you know, Bayard Rustin has publicly admitted 
naving been associated with thG comtnunist movement in the 
past. Harry Wachtel is not known to have been a Communist 
Party member; however, there are indications he may also

The significant thing involved here is not that 
these individuals have jumped quickly to King's defense, 
but rather that they are seizing the opportunity, in line 
■with a long-held communist objective, to launch a campaign 
to oust the Director as head of the FBI. 

The important thing at this point is to follow 
this matter closely to determine the degree to which King 
follows their advice in res^rd to issuing the statement 
prepared by V^achtel for we will then have further evidence 
of the extent to which King is being used by communist 
sympathizers in support of communist objectives, (U) 

For the time being, we should hold dissemination 

of the information in abeyance until we see which way King 
moves. Then we can put the whole picture together and make 
appropriate dissemination, )

IIARTIN LU-^THER KING of Atlanta, Georgia, is presently 

in Birmingham, Alabama;, and is expected to return to Atlanta, 

Georgia, by November 15, 1964, where he will hold church 
services prior to flying to Miami. 

KING is scheduled to arrive in Miami on the 
evening of November 15, 1964, and has room reservations 
at the International Hotel, Miami Internationftl Airport, 
for one day. KING is scheduled to leave Miami on Mackey • 
Airlines for Bimlnl, where It is anticipated he will 
remain for one week. During his stay in Bimlnl, KING will 
be working on his acceptance speech for the Nobel Peace 
Prize. , 

/ The source advised that HENRY_H J^RRINGTON, Miami 

/ AUL9£ney, Is expected to visit KING whlie in Blminl and plans 
are under way to hold a couple of small parties for KING. 

\ The source advised that KING'S visit to Miami and 

Bimlnl Is for rest and relaxation and has nothing to do with 
any proposed clvlj^ rights or racial matters. 



\ The source further advised that the reservation 

'at the International Hotel, Miami, will be in the name of 
;HEm?>^INGTON,, and that KINO will probably register under 
/an assumed name In Bimlnl.
